We fhould think it a Miracle in 
our Children, to fee them underfiand their 
Parents at a Quarter Old ; therefore thefe 
Signs are certainly inbred and taught by 
Mavs : Why fhould it feem incredible to 
us, that God form Machims of fuch perfett 
Parts, as bein yt pet in to. Mation, 
{hall produce eth, which come up fo near 
to Reafon, when we our [elves can habituate 
our own Fingers, to make an Excellent Hare 
mony, much beyond the Cunning of any 
Brute, withoue any Direttion of the Soul, 
for who bas net feen a Mufscian Play an 
admirable Tune, while be bas been thinking 
or fpeaking of another Matter?

D know I think, ard confequently have a 
Soul, and find na fuch thing in a Brute, 
why therefore fhould I devafe Man, the 
Glory of the Creation, beneath the Level of 
a Beaft, for in their Bodses and Senfes a 
excel us and’tis the Soul or Thought only 
makes the incomparable D.fference ? Your 
Infhance of a Dog, that being carry'd to 
Gravefend in a Boat , will find his way 
home, upon fecond. Thoughts will, Pws per-

If 
therefore Thought in a Man, cannot work 
the fame Effett, as you fuppofe it does in a 
Dog; there 1 certainly fome other Reafon, 
or a, Dog is a much wifer and more perfect 
Creature than aMan;, might not the Dog 
as mell have went aireétly to Canterbury, 
asreturn toLondon, for any Help his 
Thought would (ee him? How mould be 
have known whether he had been in the right 
or the wrong way? Snppofe be-had thought 
the latter, he could not have expreffed his
